This time the crusaders ar** 
practicing physicians, who have found 
that th"re 1b appreciable harm from 
noise. 
It is no doubt true that a nor 
mal nervous system 
can 
apparently 
adjust itself to all sorts of adverse 
circum stances— we 
couldn’t 
exist 
otherwise. 
N evertheless, the inimical 
agents make an impress, 
and 
like 
water dropping on a stone, can over­ 
come resistance in time. 
So we are 
finding many abnormal nervous con­ 
ditions in those who have been long 
surrounded 
by loud 
noises, utte ly 
unaware that any harm 
was being 
done. 
Noise is harmful to the healthy, so 
we advocate an extension of the m ove­ 
ment ni (he interest of the strong 
and healthy 
Men’s nerves and hear­ 
ing apparatus were evolved In a com­ 
paratively quiet environm ent, to de 
feet faint sounds warning him of dan­ 
ger or of th" presence of game. Sud­ 
den loud shocks shock the system 
greatly—in childhood they may cause 
convulsions. 
In time we might evolve a race im­ 
mune to noise, but it can only be 
done by killing off those who are do­ 
ing the most to advance civilization. 
So the only thing to do is to make the 
environm ent fit for them and not kill 
them as unfit for the environment. 
The first step is to abolish unneces­ 
sary belts, whistles and street cries, 
construct less noisy pavem ents and 
give children playgrounds where they 
can blow off steam to their heart’s 
content and not annoy anyone,
